Many farmers moved 
some by themselves and others 
with the help of the govern- 
mente to try farming elsewhere 
Where will we go now if 
trials reoccurred?

Surely you 
have seen the piles of drift soil 
talong the fence lines, the weeds 
on abandoned farms, the mach- 
inery covered with drift soil, 
the poor farmer's wife shovel- 
ling the rich soil out of the 
house after each wind storm. 
Lets you and I avoid such 
scenes by proper land use. 

What is soil conservation? It 
is the proper use and care of 
the land, It is a matter of using 
land efficiently under a farming 
system that safeguards it from 
erosion. 

Soil conservation 
that save our soil are: 

Use suitable erosion 
practices to prevent soil drifting 
and washing. 

Employ improved __ tillage, 
mulching and cropping practices 
to conserve moisture. 

Maintain and increase the 
organic matter in the soil by 
growing more grass and legume 

Use commercial fertilizers in 
the right amounts and at the
